State Teachers’ Institute.

The approaching State Teachers In- 
stitute promises to be an assemblage 
that will initiate a new order of things 
educational in our State. The bene- 
fits accruing to the State, the counties, 
and tb the teachers and those under 
their instruction, are not measurable 
in avoirdupois as bulky, crude mass 
matter, nor again as troy weight of 
dollars or golden eagles. Each teacher 
who shall attend this institute places 
himself or herself in contact with 
some other who hasin his heart the 
work of I human under- 
standing, of ennobling the human 
heart and mind. He has his peculiar 
conceptions of pedagogics. He has 
his own expetiences, and the penned 
ideas of a few others, but when he 
gathers in common assemblage the 
views of his co-laborers, compares 
notes, arouses his better and far-reach- 
ing thoughts on subjects of immediate 
importance in the class room; he re- 
ceives a stimulus, a positive benefit 
not derivable from any other sources; 
He returns to his duties with new 
thoughts; he has unrutted himself; he 
has new and established resolutions; 
improved plans of imparting instruc- 
tion; he knows what his fellow acotrs are 
doing; what mauner of persons they 
are; what new books te read; he has 
new life for his work; greater confi- 
dence in his own ability; perceives 
some of his errors in teaching and how 
he may correct them, and how and 
what he must do to improve and en- 
large upon bis methods of inducting 
the boys and girls into the day of 
knowledge aad from out the prison 
walls of ignorance. These are a few 
of the reasons why our teachers should 
attend the coming institute. Other 
reasons will suggest themselves to our 
teachers. Sup't Kelley has prepared 
an excellent programme. It embraces 
just the subjects which every teacher, 
old and young, expeerienced and in- 
experienced, are directly interested in, 
and may derive positive benefit from 
hearing discussed. Sup't Kelly is 
making every preparation for th» 
comfort and pleasure of those who at- 
tend. The institute sessions will be 
held in the State Senate chamber, and 
the teachers will find the best accom- 
modations at the Ormsby House. 
Those who go and return over the V. 
& T. R. R. can do so on half-fare tick- 
ets. The session will begin on Mon- 
day, April 22d. and continue through 
five days. On Thursday evering, the 
15th inst, there will be given a recep- 
tion by the Au Fait club, of Carson, 
which will, of course, be appreciated 
by the majority of teachers, since 
there are few of them who do not 
have a penchant for terpsichorean 
amusement. Oor teachers will not, s» 
we are informed, attend in a body, nor 
will they have vacation to enable them 
to attend.

Last week was 
somewhat inconsiderately chosen and 
set aside as a week of vacatien instead 
of appointiug the time three weeks 
later. We hope several of our teach- 
ers will attend if for no longer 
time than ene or two days.
